No one will deny that the meteor- 
ological records of 1907 are unique, 
So facetious has been the mercury in 
our Fahrenheit tubes that when the 
festive May day was ushered in on 
wings of ice and sleet, discouraged 
farmers invented the riddle that pes- 
simists are now busily trying — to 
make classic: ‘‘Why is 1907 like a 
lumber wagon? Because it has no 
spring. In season this was a good 
joke, But we are not obliged to sa- 
crifice a summer to make a riddle 
good, nor is it to be reasoned that 
because we _ rode into June on the 
axle without a bounce seat we are 
to be short on crops, The 
riddle, however, gave the cala- 
mity howler all the cue he needed and 
now he is heard in Kansas, in Dako- 
ta, and in Canada shouting ‘‘Short- 
age’’ and “Crop Failure.’’ Suffering 
patiently from Father Frost as we 
have been, we would gladly suffer 
more if he would reach out far en- 
ough to nip from our midst the mar- 
ket wreckers who see all good things 
inverted. Last year they were shout- 
ing ‘‘Rusty Wheat’? but the wheat 
came out golden and good and free 
from any taint. Now they cry 
“Crop failure, and quote that frayed- 
out lumber wagon jo'de, With 
wholesome indignation Mr. James J. 
Hill has put the White House ‘‘ma- 
licious’’ brand on these cries of fate 
amd declared that the Dakota fields 
and the prairies of Manitoba, Sas- 


back in succee ‘ing years. If cut back, 
the new growth needs two or three sea- 
sons to gain + ufficient* ‘maturity to 
form fruit spurs. Thin out branches 
where necessary and keep tree in 
shape without sacrificing leaders 
French crab stock—the genuine im- 
ported ones—are less likely to be 
troubled with woolly aphis and crown 
gall than western stocks: Don’t ‘let 
your Kieffer pear trees’ bear heavily 
too young. Prune or thin, fruits se- 
verely until trees are seven years old, 
advises Rural New  Yeeker. They 
must have good tops and roots to 
bear full crop without injury. 


How to Sow Flax. 

Flax .seed may. be sown from the 
wheat sowing season on until the 
middle of June. All things consider- 
ed May is the best month in which 
to sow. A well-worked and fine seed 
bed should be made by using disk 
and harrow and scmetimes roller also. 
Not making a seed bed is one of the 
commonest mistakes of flax growers 
| The seed is best sown usually with a 
press drill ‘and to the depth of 11-2 
to 21-2 inches ordinarilly according 
to the nature, of the land. About 
three. pecks of seed per acre are en- 
ough, a larger quantity being sown 
on worn land than on land in good 
condition,
